The couple had attended a movie “The

him, When he turned into his front yard, 
the object appeared to hover stationary 
over a farm house about 250 yards, east 
of the Austin home. 

It is at this time that things in this 
narrative become rather uncertain. Aus- 
tin went-inside his house, and with his 
father, mother and sister, watched the 
object from the windows. It was 12:35 
a.m. Ronnie's father decided to call 
Jefferson County authorities and have 
them notify the Air Force installation 
about 75 miles away. 

Jefferson County authorities sent Dep- 
uty Harry Lee, who arrived at 1:10 a.m., 
after State Trooper Richard Gidcumb 
and George Sexton, Village Marshal of 
Wayne City had arrived at about 12:45. 
The latter had heard the cal! on their 
car radios. Mr. and Mrs. Dwight With- 
row who are neighbors of the Austins 
were also called and they observed the 
light from their home. 

During this interim, the family doctor 
was consulted by telephone as Ronnie 
was obviously a very frightened young- 
ster. He was given a sedative which the 
Austins had on hand in the hovse. As 
the party of observers watched, the light 
slowly ascended higher into the sky and 
toward the south and by the time Lee 
arrived at 1:10 it appeared to be just an 
extremely bright star in the southeast- 
ern sky where it remained until it fad- 
ed out of sight with the coming of dawn. 

According to interviews and clippings 
marshalled by APRO forces in the area, 
Gidcumb and Marshall Sexton believed 
the boy had seen something strange, but 
that what was pointed out to them on 
their arrival was nothing but the “East- 
ern Star’—which at that time of the 
year would have been Jupiter. 

However, Jupiter does not stay in the 
southeast and fade with the dawn—it 
proceeds across the sky in the west.

The object seemed to hover over some trees which were about two hundred 
yards from the house. At this time the lights in the house were extinguished 
and the Deputy Sheriff of Fairfield, Illinois was notified. During the 
excitement, Ronnie Austin momentarily blacked out and was given a sedative 

to caln his nerves. 


Devuty Sheriff Harry Lee of Wayne County, Marshall George Sexton of Wayne 
City and State Trooper Richard Gidcumb went to the Austin farm to witness 
the phenomena. The area approaching and surrounding thesqgglllefarm is 
densely vegetated, and on the night the phenomena was observed a slight haze 
hung cover the area. The tnree law enforcement officers observed the object 
for a period of time and Marshall Sexton concluded that the object was the 


‘evening star’. The officers observed the object for about a half an hour

tne coming of daylight. When the object disappeared, it was at an elevation 
of 45 degrees and an azimth of 215 degrees. 


Returning to their home station, eee State Trooper Sia 
observed an object which appeared to be moving from west to east. The 
object appeared as a rea light with exhaust flames and/or firey streaks. 

The coject disappeared after approximately four seconds. 


On the evening of 7 August 1963 at approximately 02507, LOUrS gir 
quemeeme, eee served a bright diamond shaped object in the 


sky. The object appeared at times to be shaped lixe a diamond with a tail. 
The object first appeared in the south and traveled towards the east. 

Object traversed approximately 50 degrees of the sky in 15 minutes. The 
object then appeared as two objects and one object traveled from the south- 
east to the northwest while the other object made a 'U' turn and disappeared.

Information received revealed that the 55BW was 
using the area on the nights of the 6,7,9,13,14,16 from 02002-05002. t was de- 
termined that the Uphoff sighting was a misinterpretation of the jets refueling.

The first evaluation to be suggested 
for the Austin incident was that the 
youngsters saw the moon through fog 
and, frightened, let their imagination 
run away with them and thought it was 
a flying saucer, When the official report 
came out, however, it was decided that 
Ronnie Austin had seen Jupiter. 

The maneuvers of the object described 
indicated that the “experts” have again 
discarded observational information in 
favor of a pre-conceived explanation or 
theory. Austin could not possibly have 
seen either the moon or Jupiter. He saw 
something which maneuvered and flew 
at high speeds, and which had an un- 
conventional shape. Ronnie Austin, ac- 
cording to authorities, saw the moon 
through’ fog and panicked, and the ob- 
ect seen by him aand his family later 
was Jupiter. 

It is entirely possible that Austin saw 
Jupiter later when: watching with his 
parents and neighbors. [f he had been 
pursued by a large lighted object which 
terrified him he might not have also 
seen Jupiter at the time so when view- 
ing the bright planet later he would have 
no way of separating it from the object 
which pursued him, and he might have 
interpreted Jupiter as the object which 
had ascended and was hovering at high 
altitude. However, the idea that Ronnie 
saw the moon through fog initially and 
mistook it for a bright white light which 
maneuvered and followed him, can only 
be accepted if we discard the observa- 
tional data of both Ronnie Austin and 
Phyllis Bruce. 

Later sightings of triangular-shaped 
objects were explained away by the 
authorities as night re-fueling operations 
which were unfamiliar to the observers 
which were widely seen in the area. 

The ball-shaped objects were vaguely 
explained as firebails, but before this 
explanation can be accepted, we must 
have a satisfactory identification or def- 
inition of a fireball. It is well known fact 
that science is attempting to find out 
just what these enigmas are. That they 
are unidentified and therefore could be 
a particuuar type of alien space vehicle 
or missile has not occurred to at least 
some scientists, for it is their habit to 
attempt to find a mundane and acceot-
